Legislation, hitherto, has proved 
ineffectual, and the Bribery Act is but 
a mild check on the unlimited traffic 
in votes amongst us. From Minnesota 
to Texas King Dollar reigns supreme. 
Nothing arrests his progress, no one is 
able to resist his influence. 
The very 
efforts made by our legislators to check 
bribery ab et it. 
As the Penal Code 
proviil/s at present, both buyer and 
selleiykre equally amenable to punish­ 
m ent; both alike are liable to tine or 
incarceration. 
Justice holding her 
scales, discovers no difference in the 
guilt of the tem pter and the tempted, 
s i long as the latter fulls. 
This it is 
that defeats her ends. 
Both, being 
equally guilty, are of a necessity 
-qually tongue-tied; neither dare lie 
bqyer crim inate the seller, nor the 
bought voter his purchaser. 
Were the 
masses uitpurrhasablc, politician* 
would cease to be corrupt

suggested for the seller. In either case 
disfranchisement for life should lie the 
punishment for im purity at the ballot- 
box, not fine,—not imprisonment, but 
total disfranchisement, not fora month 
or a year, hut for life. 


The Ju d icial Election. 
In a short half m onth, occur» the ju ­ 
dicial election. 
Full tickets a re in the 
field, and their parti/ana already urge 
their merits upon the voters. The H kk- 
a i.i» begins its life too lute in the can­ 
vass, and its editors have too little ac­ 
quaintance with the merits and demer­ 
its of the candidates,to perm it its taking 
any active part. Yet, it, at such a period 
as this, a newspaper did not urge every 
voter to consider tlie essentials which 
make a good judicial officer, and, with 
these in view, to m ake up his ticket, 
it would be n uiiss in its duty. 
Every Judge should possess unim- 
(icachable integrity, and a pure, un­ 
biased logical mind. N either integrity 
alone, nor a keen, penetrating intellect, 
makes u good judge, but a union of 
these is necessary. The mind of Lord 
Bacon was logical; it could detect er­ 
rors and subtleties as none other could; 
it could system atize and analyze; but 
It could throw out the false and weigli 
the true: but it lacked one essential. 
Lord Bacon was devoid of integrity. 
His judgments were bought, and we see 
him, an old man, appearing before the 
House of Lords to answer the charge of 
bribery, and palliating ids crime by: 
“ My I .orris, be merciful to u broken 
reed!” In these days there are too 
many Lord Bacons—too many who 
disjiense justice—injustice—for money 
rather th an moral reasons. 
Nor is integrity alone sufficient. A 
man may he willing to do justice, and 
not know what justice is. 
He may he 
willing to decide right, and not know 
what is the right. 
W hat good if he 
purpose right, but decides wrong? He 
may be excused, but it remedies not 
the wrong. Justice is demanded, not 
that tlie Judge shall be just. 
Therefore, let every voter, every free­ 
man, before lie cast his ballot, yea, be­ 
fore lie shall decide for whom to cast, 
carefully weigh each candidate, put­ 
ting to them the test, not of integrity 
alone, not of logical acumen—but of 
both. 
If this be done, 
carefully, 
thoughtfully, im partially, good Judges 
will be elected, be they Democratic, 
Republican, or People’s Reform.

The Laet of th e Modoc War. 
Captain Jack, Shack Nasty Jim,[and 
their fellow redskins are to lie exc-’ 
ni ted Friday. By their Insurrection, 
nearly a inquired lives were lost, some 
of them illustrious and able citizens, 
and many homes wen* made desolate. 
Wrongs, which should never have been 
committed, were the cause, primarily, 
of this slaughter. An Indian Is hu­ 
man hi his nature; if he Is wronged, 
lie will reliel; if he is cheated, he will 
seek redress; if In* is pressed to the 
wall, he will tight. Once amused, he 
directs his fury alike against tlie inno­ 
cent and guilty of tho oppressing race. 
If those only suffered, who did the 
wrong; If Indian agents, Indian tra­ 
ilers, and Indian stealers, alone, suf­ 
fered tin* vengeance, arising from the 
wrongs they commit, it would m atter 
little. 
But it is not so; of those who 
were guilty against the Mmines, it is 
safe to say, not one sulforeil the ven­ 
geance Inflicted. 
Two wrongs do not make one right* 
A wrong to them justifies not a wrong 
in return. 
The sooner Indians arc 
taught, and that by the strong arm, 
that no m atter how much injury they 
may suffer, the government will not 
allow them to inflict indiscriminate 
revenge, the sooner will our Indian 
troubles assume a satisfactory phase. 
To pursue him tilt he shall deliver 
himself up, or until a bullet shall 
make his race number one less, is the 
only way to pacify an angry Indian. 
W hen the Indian becomes peaceful, 
when he shall assume the confines of 
his reservation, the duty of the gov­ 
ernm ent is not done. 
He should not 
then be left to be plundered by trailers 
and agents, but the honest men of the 
land should he chosen to transact the 
necessary reservation business; and 
strong penalties, sever»* laws should 
he made to act as a check upon the 
ravages of their paid protectors. Jt is 
safe to say that more money has been 
made by cheating ignorant Indians 
than in many other openly forbidden 
and dishonest paths of life. 
Let the 
Modoc war teach the white to deal 
more justly, and the Indian that blood 
is the only recompense for murder. 


A n o th e r M aori W a r is imminent 
in New Zealand. Some years ago a 
number of desperate Maorles were 
sent to the (’hathani Islands for life, 
through the mistaken clement*}’ of the 
British government. 
They should 
doubtless have been Modooked at once, 
and prevented from further abusing 
the gift of life. At the Chatham Isl­ 
ands they broke out, captured a French 
vessel, killed all who resisted them, 
returned to New Zealand to perpetrate 
the great crime known as the Poverty 
Bay Massacre.

The tannery consists of 14 
vats or pits ¡11 the yard, and III vats in­ 
side. 
The yard is capable of tanning 
a little over 1,54M> hide* yearly, i. e., 
about ¡Vitxi sides. Tin* work lately done 
liten* consisted of tlie tanning of goat, 
slice]) and ealf-skins, and the prepara­ 
tion of inoroeeo leather.

Th e ■)»} o f Atonement 


Amongst tlie members of the Jew ish 
faith commences on the tenth day of 
the seventh month or Tishiri. 
W ith 
this day ends the season of pcuauce. 
The authority for tlie fast is the scrip­ 
tural command in the l*aw “ 011 the 
tenth day of tin* seventh month, is (lie 
day of atonement; it shall lie to you a 
day of holy convocation; and ye shall 
afflict your soul* (by fasting). Ye shall 
do 110 work on that same d ay; for it is a 
day of atonement, on wliieii you shall 
lie pardoned hefore the Eternal, your 
God. 
During the existence of the Temple 
in Jerusalem , tlie Higlt Driest entered 
tlie H oly of Holies 011 this one day 
only. 
The whole nation fasted and 
prayed, and the priests were continu­ 
ously engaged in their ministrations. 
Tlie ceremonies conclude en the even­ 
ing of tlie tenth day witli the assur­ 
ance of the Rabbi to his flock “ ,*/* o re 
p a r e ," ami they return home happy. 
Tlie celebration of the day of atone­ 
ment tliis year commenced on Tues­ 
day last ut sundown, and lasted till 
Wednesday at the same hour. 
For 
the first time our Jew ish citizens cele­ 
brated tliis day ¡11 their new syna­ 
gogue, and the sacred ceremonies were 
participated in hy a large and earnest 
congregation. 
The following is the substance of 
tlie R ev. Mr. 
Edelm an’s discourse: 
H e compared the sinfulness of the 
present day with tin* falling aw ay of 
their forefathers in Israel, and showed 
how of old they made atonement for 
tlteir sins. A fter showing that tlie end 
of sin was death, and tlmt atonement 
and repentance was more than ever 
necessary in these days he said: 
“ For 
there are those among us in Israel who 
sin greatly, there are those who vio­ 
late their 
oliiligatious openly, 
and 
even some who are ashamed of the very’ 
name of 
Israelite.” 
The preacher 
went 011 hy wondering at the mercy 
and long suttering of God, and com ­ 
menting on the unfitness of 
mens’ 
condition to deserve H is love. 
Tile 
wicked love of money and of pleasure 
destroyed the temple twice. The same 
lusts and pussioim were ripe among us 
now, and how should they hope for 
more mercy when they were no better 
but even worse titan their forefathers. 
Speaking of the presumption of sin­ 
ners lie said: 
“ it is vain to flatter 
ours'dvcs or to nurse an idle vision of 
security. 
A «lay of wrath will come, 
when having forsaken H im , we shall 
find that He lias forsaken us. 
W ith­ 
out renunciation of self und a Arm 
spirit of abnegation it is vain to hope 
for blessings or salvation. 
To some 
the «lay of atonement is a great ami 
holy day. 
After the New Year rejoic­ 
ings are over they bow tlu*ir heads 
in sorrow for sin,* humbly pray for 
forgiveness und rely firmly on Gods 
nterey. 
To others it is a mete em pty 
form, a lip worship and a useless cere­ 
mony, for their insincerity prevents 
their acceptance.” 
Tlie Rabbi next relateil an example 
of a father and his sou who were m ak­ 
ing a s«*a voyage. 
For several «lays 
all was <‘111111 and favorable, but at 
length a mighty wiml arose and the 
ship began to be in great danger. 
Return t«* lan«l was impossible, and 
the father betook himself to prayer. 
Conditionally with his safety lie vow­ 
ed to G«sl "a large sum ol 
money. 
The storm insteml of abating inereas- 
c«l, and several times the father re­ 
newed his prayers each time vowing a 
larger sum ot money until the total 
vow amounted to all lie jtossesed. His 
son iiiter|s)sing cried out “ If you give 
all we have, what shall we have to 
live upon?” 
Hush ! said the father 
whispering to his son, “ 1 only make 
vows to get home safe, when we are 
all right we can make some other ar­ 
rangement.” 
“ This, said tlie Rabbi, 
was an example of hyixtcrisy prevalent 
even in tli«‘S«‘ days. 
Thus was it with 
insincere Israelites. 
They promised 
to abjure tludr sins und recommitted 
them. Could they thus obtain pardon? 
God was long suttering und slow, but 
would this patience endure for ever. 
I f their liv«‘s were stained with un- 
cieanness and impurity, how would 
th«*y appear before G««l without atone­ 
ment and repentance?” 
He concluded hy urging them to ex­ 
amine their consciences and see if they 
were pure, 
if «luring tlie last year 
they had been obwliellt it was tueir 
duty to return thanks; if, however, 
they had been disobedient they should 
confess to A lm igh ty Go»l and humbly 
piny for forgiveness. 
Through truth 
and 
brotherly 
love 
they 
should 
earnestly strive to attain to the bright 
life without ending; for tile Lord hud 
said “ I will b«* as the «lew unto Israel 
and his beauty shall grow as tlie lily .” 
in that «lay the I*onl will la* king over 
tlie whole earth; in that «lay we shall 
ull lie one. 
Am en.

A n u e lrs :—It was my privilege, little 
more than a year ago, to travel over 
the irrigated Helds of Egypt; to wan­ 
der amidst the luxuriant orange groves 
of Jaffa, laden 
with 
their 
golden 
fruit; to examine the vines in the 
vale of Ksiteol; to see the bulls of 
Rashan on their native hills and the 
coursers of Arabia spurning their des­ 
ert sands; to drink of the waters of 
the rivers of Damascus, and to see the 
oases rise from the sands of tin* desert. 
And I could not then have imagined 
or believed that within a year and a 
half from that time I should Is* ten 
thousand miles from those sights and 
scenes — viewing all this, and more 
than this, within the compass of one 
or two days travel around this city of 
Ijos Angeles. 
Yet, within that space 
all, this and more than this, I have 
seen. 
One thing that I miss from 
among you, as I travel from place to 
place, with which I have been taniilar, 
there are no armed officers encounter­ 
ed at every step—the |sdicciuan who 
meets you everywhere in (Ireat Britain; 
the armed soldier who greets you at 
every” station in France, Germany and 
Italy. Here there is no m ilitary escort 
necessary, or officer from whom to ob- 
taiu permission, ami no danger, as in 
crossing the plains of Marathon, when 
each man must la* his own protector. 
There we found thut the farmer was 
compelled to go out to his field armed 
with knives and pistols—the plowman 
carrying his gun with him to the Held to 
protect his life and property. 
I miss 
all these in coming to California, and 
Hnd, instead, a population gathered 
from all the States of the Union and 
from nearly every country 011 the globe. 
I And here the grave Spaniard, tho mer­ 
curial Frenchman, the sturdy German, 
the broad-chested 
Englishman, the 
witty Irishman and the active Yankee. 
I Hnd all these; all living together in 
harmony and peace—and struggling 
together for the advancement of the 
country allotted to them by Provi- 
enee. 
Upon inquiring the cause of 
this harmony, 1 might be pointed to 
yonder Temple of Minerva, whose com­ 
manding position recalls that at the 
Acropolis of Athens, which is visible 
at a distance of forty miles. This tem­ 
ple of education, 
overlooking the 
whole of your city, is a lasting em­ 
blem of the intelligence and character 
of its inhabitants. Supported, too, us it 
is, by able private schools, and by tin* 
daily press sending forth its instruc­ 
tion in various languages, it is not 
strange to And you connected with 
lines of steamers carrying your pro­ 
ductions to other ports; and soon, too, 
railroad communication with other 
ports, will connect you with all the 
principal markets of the globe. 
He 
most be more or less than a man, 
who will fail to acknowledge the possi­ 
bility of making this valley the garden 
of the world. 
I feel aH a minister of the 
gospel that I am not deviating from 
my duty in sh ak in g of this w ith you, 
for 
we remember that when 
our 
Heavenly Father planted and settled 
ids children in the Garden of Eden, it 
was not the intention that they should 
remain there forever. 
Their charge 
was to replenish the whole earth and 
sultdue it. 
When His Iteloved Son l*e- 
came man, and his last miracle outlie 
earth was to direct Ids disciples to cast 
their nets and obtain a miraculous 
d raught of Hshcs. 
But now, iu rcgurd to the subject of 
Irrigation, I feel that the merits of the 
whole subject cannot be presented to 
oyn at a single lecture. 
By way of 
economizing time, |*crmft me to re­ 
mind you of— 
1. The Principles of Irrigation. 
'1. The History of Irrigation iu the 
Old Word: and 
o. The Facilities for Irrigation in 
California. 
I will first call your attention to some 
of the first principles of irrigation. 
Thus, as the workman guthers 
his 
hench-tools around him to save time, u 
few explanations will enable us to 
have at hand, during the course of 
these remurks, principles of this de­ 
scription. 
in the first place, water is the origi­ 
nal condition of all life. 
You read in 
the Ancient Oracle that in the begin­ 
ning when the spirit of God moved 011 
the face of the water. This is as true, 
now, as it was when Moses wrote. 
Water constitutes three-fourths of the 
whole bulk of animal and vegetable 
bodies. 
Besides this, water is the 
medium o f communication by whieli 
the various minerals that are contain­ 
ed in animal and vegetable bodies, are 
carried in and through the system, and 
finally deposited in their allotted pluees. 
When you see a drop of water, at the 
root of a tree, you see u little hodman, 
who is about to travel up the truuk of 
that tree. As the hodman supports his 
load upon his shoulders, and ascends to 
the top of the wall, iu this munner, 
this little ageut wilt ascend through 
the trunk of the tree, and deposit the 
contents of his vessel, to l>e wrought 
into leaves, (towers and fruit—in the 
peach or orange as the case may be— 
after widch he must truvel down again, 
iu the form of exhalations to the atmos­ 
phere. 
The water contains mineral matter 
in the average of two to five gruins to 
the gallon of water. 
This is about the 
average, but the water of your moun­ 
tain streams is an exception to this rule 
for I am assured thut water will yield 
less than one grain of mineral to the 
gallon. This is, thereto £ , the most 
wholesome water in the world for drink­ 
ing, purposes, though not, perhaps, on 
that account, for irrigation. 
Besides 
whart the water contains in ttiis way, it 
carries in 
suspension, often, great 
quantities of mud. The Nile, by its 
overflow, deposits in this way the‘mud 
which it leaves on the plains of Egypt. 
All vegetable life is the result of irri- 
rigation, either natural or artificial. 
And now with regard to the 


S D P F I.V OF WAT Kit. 
When you are al*out to irrigate a small 
portion of ground, you provide yourself 
with a well or a small cistern. 
Now 
the Great Husbandman, the Lord, has 
made provision* of the same sort. The 
ocean is his great dejMisitory of water, 
the great well or cistern from which all 
world is supplied. This great de­ 
positary occupies two-thirds of tile 
earth’s siH^ace. The sun is the great 
engine whhH carries this water into 
the olouds, and tlwnce it is borne out to 
mountains and fields. The force of this 
ygreat engine of the Creator Is enor­ 
mous. In the Bay of Bengal, (he evap- 
<\tUng power of tiie sun is s ix u ^ fe e t 
X e hundred and ninety-tw o^Bhes 
—p \ square fool, during tlie ^ K ir. 
ThinlW ’ it! 
Eight times the amount 
necessXt to produce a fruitful crop 
over a l l l u land. 
There is reason to 
believe t i^ ¡ in the Gulf of California, 
the evaporating (tower of tin* sun is 
•ven greater than this is shown to be in 
the Bny of Bengal. The conveyance of 


this water over the land Is exceedingly 
simple and exceedingly sublime. 
Tnr 
summer sun evanoratea the water ami 
piles It upon the mountain tops, In 
the form of clouds and snow. The col­ 
umn of heated air rises from the lower 
levels bearing the Vapors w’hich have 
been disengaged (just, as we saw it ex­ 
emplified in the great fire at Chicago), 
and the cttoler air around presses to 
the centre. 
There we could sc»* the 
gr»*at column of heattsl air extending 
far alwive the city, bearing along 
with it the sparks and light, and blaz­ 
ing particles. As the fire advanced, the 
city be»nme one great furnace, and as 
tiie heated air extend»*»! there W'as at 
on»*»* a rushing into the nirnaee of the 
air from every direction. 
This showe»! 
us, on a small scale, what is, at all 
tiin»‘H, going 011 in the interior »>f c«»n- 
tiiients. 
We learn from an exploring 
expedititm that tin* heat in the Colora­ 
do Desert waa li!U° In the shade. Hen»*»* 
there is there a current »)f air constant­ 
ly going upward, anti a »*orr»*s|s>nding 
movement of the surrounding atmos­ 
phere to that |)oint. 
The t|Uestiou now aris»*s: 
Can no 
limit he pro|K»s»*d to a state of things 
like this? 
Y«*u will have observed the 
moisture arising in the form of fogs »»r 
clouds fromjtho sea. 
Sometimes, you 
will s»*»> heavily-laden black or dark 
cloutls, and yet 110 rains fall. 
NVhy 
is Mils? TheVlouds an* carrie»i away 
by the current of heat»*«l air, which 
rises from the (’«dorado Desert. 
Now, 
what »*an be done to overcome tins 
cause, mui increase the rainfalls ¡11 this 
country? 
The remedies, t»» which I 
would refer you, are two: 
One is, t«i 
«•over tli«*se mountains with trees— 
planting thereon the i>epper ami other 
trees that will stand tin* drouth. On 
tin* sides and lower levels the olive will 
grow, and, lower still, the vine will lie 
raised su«*cessfully. 
Each tie»* is an 
electric conductor to bring down the 
rain and «Ustribute it over the lands. 
Tliis is one method, anti a second is, to 
cut an artificial canal tlir«>ugli tin* belt 
of sami and alluvial «Icposit which sep­ 
arates the basin of the Colorado from 
tiie Gulf. 
The »les»*rt or basin is from 
1-7 to-7">feet below thes»*u,and through 
this canal tiie water would rush i n,|fii 1- 
ing this depression for a distance »*f 
one iiunilnnl and thirty miles, making 
a great inland sea of s«»me 4,<MM> square 
miles. This water will yield an evapo­ 
ration of 11» feet, sufficient to water a 
State tin* size of California with 
inches of water every year. It will fur­ 
ther cool the atmosphere and increas»* 
tin* rainfall to the full amount rwpiireti 
for the successful production of »*creals. 
Tliisis 110 new or novel supisisitioii. Ii 
has lieeii successfully 
tri«*«l before. 
When the Suez canal was made the en­ 
gineers found tw«> large, dry depres­ 
sions, «‘idled tin* Bitter lakes. These 
were found to he several feet below the 
level of the Ke«i .Sea. They were fill**»! 
up with the waters of the Bed Sea, and 
now, instead of the depressions, tli«*re 
are two large lak**s where before there 
waS'Oiily sami. These lak«*H are n»»w sur­ 
rounded with grass and vegettaion of 
different kimls. This«*luinge has altere»! 
the climate of Egypt, and »*oole»l the 
atmosphere for leagues around. 
You 
can see the benefit of th**se lak«*s, by 
the banks of clouds constantly rising 
iq» from them into the air, and «I»*- 
sceiiding again in the form of moisture 
aiuiitew in the evening. Th«*se lakes 
have pro»luc«*»l rains in Egypt, a phe­ 
nomena unknown in that, country be­ 
fore their formation, as far back as we 
have any accounts. 
It rained tlir«*c 
times while 1 was in Cairn, and there 
have been frequent rains sin»*»* that 
time, as 1 have since l«*arn«*d. 
There 
can lie no doubt, then, as to the result 
of a similar application, in this cast*. 
We will pr»K*eed now to l«s*k to the 
irrigation from the cistern, to which I 
r»*ferr«*»i. 
The next thing, after y«>u 
have rais«*d the water up, is, to put it 
into your cistern; and you p!a«*eyour 
cistern high up, so it »*an give sufficient 
fall. The Divine Irrigator d«>es s«». 
He piles liis water on the mountains 
in the shape qf snow, and there it !i»*s 
in safety till the summer winds return. 
It is then caused to trickle down,when 
it is ne«*ded for tiie lands below. 
Be- 
sid**s, titer»* is another method of ob- 
tuiuing water by the hanking up of ra­ 
vines, at different elevations, to hoiil a 
great «juantity of water. 
Of this class 
is lake Tahoe and other bodies of water 
¡11 California. 
The «inference in tiie 
quantity of rain, which falls at differ­ 
ent elevations, is worthy of notice. It 
lias been ascertained that the rainfall 
on tiie summits of the Nevudas is 7b 
inches, whereas, down here, it is but 
17 iludios. There is thus five times as 
much water on tin* mountains a* there 
is upon the pluins. 
You may, there­ 
fore, economize in the pla«*e for your 
reservoirs, as they will obtain a more 
abundant supply of water higher up 
the mountains, and hence they will en­ 
tibie you to irrigate so much more laud. 
While the plains have good lands, the 
mountains are by no menus to be des­ 
pised. Thus, for instan»*»*, In China for 
centuries, and now in Lebanon, the 
mountaiusure being planted witli mul­ 
berry arouinl their sides. 
The 11101111- 
tainOf Lebanon is now produtdng, by 
meuns of irrigation, the most valuable 
commodity in the world for Die pur- 
Isises of commerce—silk. 
Our reser- 
v»iirs, then, should lie appropriately 
planted at t tie most elevuted places pos­ 
sible; but we must make them so that 
they will not be swept away by the 
tioods of winter.
